The Rising Cost Of Living 


'"pHE high cost of livinjr is again looming up as a menace 
J. to the householder. The different index numbers of 
prices unite in tellinp the same story. In comparison with 
1913 there is at present at least a 50 per cent. i»crea.-c in 
costs, and the trend i.- ajrain upward. 


The New York Federal Reserve Bank traces the prices i 


of twenty commodities. It .shows an index number of 1.VJ5, | 
which is compared with 100 for 1D1S and 1121 for June 1. 


based on -100 separate commodities, and measured by 10i:> 
it is 150. The figures published by Dun and by Hradstreet 
point to the same trend. 


The obvious explanation is that the tariff is having its 


intended effect. 
A minority of producers are being1 "pro- 


tected" at the expense of the majority. A little while ago 
at the woollen sale the prices of clothing for next autumn 
and winter were determined. In every case there was a 
marked rise in the basic prices. 
The reason admittedly is 


to be found in the tariff. 


The farmers supported the tariff. In fact, they de- 


manded an emergency tariff a.s a kind of prelude to the 
permanent measure. They are now seeking other ways to 
increase the prices of their commodities, which, it may be 
conceded, have been too low. All told, the country seems 
to be en route toward a new period of inflation. 


Prices rapidly rising in response 
to the 
ar'ificial 


stimulation of high import duties are evil. If the present 
movement continues labor unrest will be stimulated, for the 
reason that a new price level always is followed by de- 
mands for wage adjustments. 
Inflation of this character 


moves with gathering momentum and its effects are 
pervasive. Accordingly everything which can be done to 
stabilize prices should now be undertaken. 


It is politically impossible to revise the tariff for at 


least another year, and perhaps until after the next presi- 
dential election. 
History suggests, however, that unless 


the cost of living is in some way controlled the present 
tariff will inspire a popular revolt which will overturn the 
administration. 
The political storm signals are out, and 
vise men will heed them.

France's "Right And Might" 


"TDIGHT and might are ours," says Gen. Degoutte. * * * 


XV "We want to get paid and we shall bo paid." 


"The combination of William the Conqueror and 


Shylock is perfect. 
The General plumes the French on 


having seized the German territory without shedding blood 
or restricting the liberty of the population or crushing tho 
country with requisitions, but the French are occupying 
German territory, issuing peremptory orders lo the popula- 
tion, penalizing cities and individuals, arresting and exil- 
ing Germans who refuse to obey orders. 


On the other hand. Gen. Degoutte warns Germany 


that if one French soldier is killed and battle is forced 
upon the French, "the fight will be to a finish—a complete 
knock out." 


Germany is to be held responsible for the possible 


acts of Germans resentful of forced submission to French 
rule in German territory. The pretext for conquest of a 
helpless people and the seizure of all the spoils and terri- 
tory that France wants, acting as judge and executioner, is 
complete. 


Under a thin cloak of right constantly strengthened 


by the consequences of wrong, the justification for the use , 
of the full force of mijyhl lo spoil and destroy at will is set, 
up. The inevitable course of conquest and spoliation, with 
ever increasing volume on account of force, is outlined in 
Gen. Degoulte's statement. 


We yield to none in sympathy for France's sufferings 


and in recognition of her claim to just reparations for in- 
juries inflicted upon her. but we view with profound sor- 
row and disapprobation the evidence of her intention to 
use the might of the victor ruthlessly in violation of every 
principle and pledge of the allies at the close of the war. 


France has been warned repeatedly tha: her course is 


forfeiSng the sympathy of the world ' and is creating a 
situation pregnant with disaster, for which she must ans- 
wer at the bar c*-world opinion. If she finds herself alone 
pjtd unsupported in the imperialistic course she has marked j 
out the consequences will be upon her own head. 


The Law And Common Sense 
THE St. Louis Post Dispatch tells the story of a Missouri 


farmer, who, acting j« his own lawyer, won his case 


at Kansas Ciffy recently.

1017, 
by a wagon belonging to the Boe'hmer Coal Co.. had se- 
cured a jury verdict: but a motion for a new trial by attor- 
neys for the coal company was granted by the St" Louis 
Court of Appeals because of an error of the trial .Judge in 
his instructions to the jury. The error in question was that 
the Judge had twice used the word 'or' where he should 
have used 'and.' 
• -L "i1 *roe>s withouf saying that the use of the word 'or' 
instead of 'and' might, under certain circumstances be a 
grave mistake. Tn this instance, however, the plaintiff's a'- 
torney insisted that it was a 'harmless error.' If that is- tho
